War  I. 


Learning  Holds 
Highest  Place 

Education  holds  first  place  in 
Sgt.  Paul  Le  Sage’s  mind  when 
he  gets  out  of  service.  In  his  last 
letter,  June  13,  he  inquired  about 
the  G.  I.  Bill  and  mentioned  en¬ 
gineering  as  the  major  he  intends 
to  pursue. 

Paul  was  in  the  Philippines, 
where  he  had  come  from  the 
Hebrides.  Observations  on  the 
customs  of  the  natives  made  up 
much  of  his  1500-word  letter.  He 
had  ventured  to  taste  a  drink 
these  people  concoct  from  the 
juice  of  sugar  cane  and  call 
“bossie”,  probably,  as  he  remarks, 
because  of  its  kick.  “Most  of  the 
fellows  who  drink  much  of  it  go 
out  like  a  light;  some  go  blind 
or  even  die.” 

Most  of  the  peasant  families, 
Paul  observes,  have  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  children.  They  live  in 
grass  huts  that  are  no  more  than 
eight  by  ten  feet  in  size.  As  a 
result,  they  sleep  in  shifts.  They 
sleep  on  bamboo  poles  laced  to¬ 
gether. 


Third  alumnus  of  St.  Joseph’s  g

’02,  will  be  consecrated  Thursday, 

October  11,  in  St.  Patrick’s  Cath¬ 
edral,  New  York.  The  former 
Chief  of  Army  Chaplains  has  been 
named  Titular  Bishop  of  Phocaea. 

Bishop-elect  Arnold  has  returned 
fi’om  an  eight-week  tour  as  As¬ 
sistant  Inspectoi’-General  of  the 
U.  S.  Army.  Traveling  22,000 
miles,  he  held  conference  with 
more  than  two  thirds  of  the 
3,500  chaplains  and  all  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  of  the  U.  S. 

Army  serving  abroad. 

Travels  To  Holyland 

During  this  tour  Maj.  Gen. 

Arnold  visited  England,  Germany, 

Italy,  Athens,  and  Cair^,  covering 
the  entire  European  and  Mediter¬ 
ranean  theatres  of  operation.  He 
was  also  in  Jerusalem  and  the 
Holy  Land,  making  pilgrimages 
to  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  Gethse- 
mane,  Bethlehem,  and  the  Mount 
of  Olives.  At  the  Holy  Sepulchre 
he  offered  Mass,  and  then  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Tiberias  and  Caphar- 
naum  on  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  and 
to  Nazareth,  to  venerate  the 
place  of  the  Annunciation. 

While  in  Germany  Bishop-elect 
Arnold  and  his  aides  paused  at 
Dachau,  where  a  former  prisoner 
explained  to  him  the  manipula¬ 
tion  of  the  infamous  concentra¬ 
tion  camp  there. 

'Succeeding  Bishop  O’Hara  as 
Military  Delegate,  Msgr.  Arnold 
will  be  consecrated  by  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Vicar,  Archbishop  Spellman. 
Co-consecrators  will  be  Bishops 
O’Hara  and  Noll.

May  31,  1945 

Dear  Editor, 

The  year  of  Pacific  duty  I  have  seen  has 
been  pretty  eventful.  First,  it  vras  the  inva¬ 
sion  of  Leyte.  Next  was  Mindoro  Island  in  the 
Philippines.  M'ndoro:  we  take  personal  pride 
in  our  accomplishments  there;  it  was  tougher 
than  the  newspaper  public  realizes.  And 
logically  enough,  we  moved  on  to  Luzon  after 
Mindoro. 

When  we  finally  finished  our  work  in  the 
Philippines,  we  felt  we  could  say,  along  with 
‘Doug’,  “I  have  returned!”  We  should  be  able 
to  say  something — we  feel  we  returned  him! 

I  have  never  been  too  fortunate  in  seeing 
many  St.  Joe  men  out  here.  My  one  great 
stroke  of  luck  was  having  Stan  Lapsys,  my 
former  Caspar  Roomie,  available  for  an 
occasional  get-together  back  in  Leyte. 

More  recently  we  have  been  to  the  Okinawa 
area.  Our  job  there,  however,  is  still  among 
the  more  censoi-able  items. 

August  17,  1945 

Okinawa  wound  up  for  my  gang  in  early 
June.  I  can’t  say  how  glad  I  was  to  get  out 
of  that  erea.  For  a  better  reason  yet  I  was 
glad —  we  jaunted  then  to  Saipan,  where  my 
brother  is  stationed  with  the  B-29ers.  It  was 
the  best  time  for  me  in  my  whole  Pacific 
stay  when  I  saw  him. 

Later  I  met  Jack  Peffer,  who  was  stopping 


off  there  on  his  way  to  Okinawa  as  a  re¬ 
placement  in  Ted  Swierczek’s  outfit.  Jack 
was  pretty  new  out  of  the  States  and  really 
had  all  the  latest  scuttlebut.  We  certainly 
hashed  over  the  Caspar  Hall  Penthouse 
gang  in  good  style. 

Have  you  noticed  my  promotion?  Ah. 
July  1  was  the  good  day  for  me.  (Jim  ad¬ 
vanced  to  First  Lieutenant  (jg). 

Better  news  by  far  is  that  of  Japan’s  sur¬ 
render.  I  wish  I  could  describe  the  scene  we 
viewed  the  night  initial  word  was  received 
that  the  Japs  were  willing  to  quit.  One  of 
the  men  came  into  radio,  where  I  was  on 
watch  at  the  time,  with  tears  in  his  eyes; 
“You’ll  have  to  see  it  for  yourself  to  ap¬ 
preciate  it,”  he  almost  breathed. 

And  what  a  sight!  Whistles  blowing,  sirens 
screaming,  powerful  searchlights  crisscross¬ 
ing  the  skies,  signal  flares  and  rocket  flares 
coloring  the  night  with  patches  of  red,  gireen, 
and  white.  It  was  like  all  the  Fourth  of  Julys 
wrapped  up  into  one  night. 

Maybe  this  year  will  be  the  big  homecom¬ 
ing  year.  But  I  doubt  whether  I  will  make 
it.  There  is  no  sight  of  getting  home  though 
I’m  hoping  for  the  anything  that  might  hap¬ 
pen.  Whenever  the  day,  you  can  be  sure  that 
I’ll  be  traveling  St.  Joeward  if  only  for  a 
few  hours.
